The  1998  IVIAN  was  printed  by 
Wals worth  yearbooks,  Inc.  in 
Marceline  Missouri,  on  monarch 
gloss  stock.  The  endsheets  were 
printed  on  white  endleaf  stock.  It 
contains  144  (7  3/4  x  10)  pages 
and  400  copies  were  printed.  Spot 
color  used  was  Fl  87. 
The  cover  is  a  gloss  laminate  with 
four  color. 

The  entire  book  was  paginated  on 
two  PowerPC  5620/120  and  three 
PowerPC  G3,  with  word  process- 
ing done  on  four  Macintosh  Ilci. 
These  spreads  were  submitted  by 
zip  disk  to  Walsworth.  The  fol- 
lowing software  was  used  to 
produce  copy  and  layouts:  Adobe 
PageMaker  6.0  and  ClarisWorks 
4.0. 

All  body  copy  was  set  in  1 1  point 
Palatino  and  captions  in  8  point 
Palatino.  Headline  font  was  36 
point  Times  and  Helvetica. 
Underclass  pictures  and  senior 
portraits  were  taken  by  Prestige 
Portraits  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 
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Mindy  Hall  sat  in  yearbook  figuring  out  what  her  story  should  be  about. 
Yearbook  members  worked  in  teams  of  three  in  order  to  complete  as- 
signments. They  were  divided  with  a  photographer,  computer  designer 
and  writer.
